*; What docs Russia mean by an uncondi- 
tional acceptance f We have held an ac- 
ceptance of hers before, and have some ex- 
perience how coolly she can dishonour it. 
Other dispatches from Vienna speak of the. 
terms being accepted as the basis of nego- 
tiation, logically there is no distinction be- 
tween the two, for tho foundations on which 
a negociation rests musts must be accepted 
unconditionally, or they are no foundations 
at. all. ^ We must begin somewhere, and 
that with which we begin must be uncondi- 
tional, but we have some experience how 
sia ' understands these things when we 
remember that last year she undertook to 
do away with her preponderance in the 
Black Sea, and could be brought to assent 
to no means of carrying out this condition 
, which did not tend to defeat it. We do 
not believe; as we have said, that any of 
these difficulties will reality be allowed to 
hiterfere with that peace which the Court 
Of St Petersburg seem to have determined 
to be necessary to its interests, but merely 
wish to coot the ardor of those over-san- 
guine spirits who may iftfer that everything

Mv Dbar Sin.— I have at leiiglh come to 
an nnclioj aflor a deal of frnvetling, during 
w*!! ich time I visited otrr colonies in JVfrica 
and Australia; at the ■tailor- 1 hnu* qfilfc : a 
siege of it, having been nearly ten moi^lis 
under government Commission, and J spciii 
nearly ihreo of (hem.visiling tho t various t|j- 
visionat Governments, of wl»cli. Sydney and 
MolbourHoaro'tho capitals, taking advant- 
age of spare time to <livo into the cliiferent 
iuterwrs: where, amongst my- edventnres 
one morning I had a narrow escape 'from a 
poisonous snake, who escape^ himself ho\v« 
ever after spoiling my appetite forbrfiakfast. 
At another time t was nearly ovcrcomo'by 
a Shark, but finally" succeeded iri inserting 
an ounce-- bul lot into his head. My Jiinc 
spoilt there was hi tho height of ( .suminery. 
which you must reverso with that of Canada, 
being Ihe raontlu of January, -Februuiyand 
March ; the heat was intense ?(bc Otermom- 
eter on one of flioso days rose to 1 3t> ° Ka- 
renheit, in the shfult, nlanypersonsdroppcd 
dead from sun-stroke; fowls and otticf small 
parts of the animal creation were destroyed, 
and the very fruit on tho bees bnk'ecl in flic 
act of growing. Prudent people sliuV their 
doors and windows close, and dark, ami lucky 
was he who had a sheet of water between 
him nnd the wind, lo (ompcr it. Tho c0un : 
try looked to disadvanl.igo while I was there ; 
vegetation was parched and brown, no grass, 
and every brepzevif wind raised clouds r>f 
dusf; all save greenhorns wont about Jhiek- 
ly veiled. A rjuict night was certainly beau- 
tiful, but after all hot more su than a Cana- 
dian one. The luxurious vegetation of Ca- 
nada was totally wauling; the trees, havo 
not one-third Ihe foliage of your beech and 
maple, giving the idea of (ho tree being un- 
healthy; (his is tho uasotlio y«ar roil lid, (I ho 
tree being never bare}. Jt is a matter »f 
tasle which is to be preferred, scanty foliage, 
and tbe shedding bark all the year round, or 
(ho arrangement with you, nnd may bo de- 
cided on Ihe same' principle as I he juvenile 
\vho hesitated whothor to bolt. down his gin- 
gerbread nt once, or keep nibbling uiililthq 
noiil comd round,
